Only for formulation into an insecticide for the 
following use(s): (1) perimeter treatments to include outdoor surfaces, containerized nursery 
stock, woody and herbaceous ornamentals, ant mound treatments, greenhouse application, 
indoor ornamentals, flower and foliage cuttings, impregnated materials for apiary disease 
management, and the Special Local Needs (SLN) registration for use on carrots and 
brassica/cole crops grown for seed in California (1); (2) uses for which US Environmental 
Protection Agency has accepted the required data and/or citations of data that the formulator 
has submitted in support of registration; and (3) uses for experimental purposes that are in 
compliance with US Environmental Protection Agency requirements.
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This product may be used to formulate products for specific uses not listed on the MP label if 
the formulator, user group, or grower has complied with US EPA data submission requirements 
regarding support of such uses. 

STORAGE AND DISPOSAL
Do not contaminate water, food, or feed by storage or disposal.  In case of spill or leak, 
ventilate area well, then soak up with soil or other absorbent material.
PESTICIDE STORAGE: Store in a cool, dry place.  Always store pesticides in the original 
container.  Keep pesticide storage areas clean.  Storage areas must be locked and secure from 
vandalism, with precautionary signs posted.  The storage area must be dry, well-lit and well-
ventilated.

Drain for 10 seconds after 
the flow begins to drip.  Repeat this procedure two more times.  Then offer for recycling or 
reconditioning, or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by other procedures 
approved by state and local authorities. (Containers over 5 gallons) Triple rinse as follows.  
Empty the remaining contents into formulation equipment or a mix tank.  Fill the container ¼ full 
with water.  Replace and tighten closures. Tip container on its side and roll it back and forth, 
ensuring at least one complete revolution, for 30 seconds.  Stand the container on its end and 
tip it back and forth several times.  Turn the container over onto its other end and tip it back and 
forth several times.  Empty the rinsate into formulation equipment or a mix tank or store rinsate 
for later use or disposal.  Repeat this procedure two more times.  Then offer for recycling or 
reconditioning, or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or by other procedures 
approved by state and local authorities.
